Primitive nature is the most interesting to me, I take infinite 

pains to know all the phenomena of spring, for instance, thinking 

that I have here the entire poem, and then, to my chagrin, I learn 

that it is but an imperfect copy I possess and have read, that my 

ancestors have torn out many of the first leaves and grendest passages, 

and mutilated it in many places." H.D, Thoreau, Journals, March 23, 1856 

Bread Loaf is isolated. Except for the cars and the B-52's, it might 
be taken for the nineteenth century. It rests in nature; but a lot of ed~ 
iting and tearing has taken place since Thoreau died, The emblem of the 
twentieth century extends beyond the passing shadow of a bomber.
